On November 2?, 1563, I vss on dvty on the Uth floor at the Trade Kart 
on Stemmons and received the inforniation that the President had teen 
shot. Captain Jones told me to go with Lt. Cunningham to the scene of 
the shootinp and see vhat we could do. K. E. Taylor and J. B. Toney vere 
■with us. Enroiite to the scene ve heard the report of the officer teing 
srox on ''eiierson jiouievaro in wot? vi.j^j.x aiiu -"i*. wujii*j.iiti> au« 
could do wore pood ty going to that location immediately rather than ty 
way of the seene of the President's shooting. Ve next heard the call 
resarding the saspect being in the Branch Library cn Jefferson. We con- 
verped on that location and there were Secret Service nen and other patrol 
and CI" officers present when all the people were ordered out of the 
building. One of the Secret Service nen stated the person who came ont 
of the basesisnt with the others was not the suspect and that he had 
slreadv talked to a few minutes previoosly. We then wont back to 
the car and a call sayinp the s«sreot was goinc dwn an alley reloading 
a <7un. We co\'l<'n't ko west on Jefferson so we vent over a couple blooV 
Tenth Street then to Tyler - north on Tyler to Bavis - Davis to 
Llewellyn -We then heard a call that suspect was in balcony of the Texas 
Theatre. Vie vent north on Llewellyn to Jefferson and Jefferson to Hadiscn 
at the Texas Theatre. V'e parked in front of Vard' s Trug Store and Lt. 
CutminRham told rae to Veep radio contact while he and the other two went 
to the theatre. They later broupht a witness along from the theatre and 
we brought him to City Hall and Eoteotive Toney later took an affidavit.
